Heavy hauling on some of the 
county highways 
when 
they were 
spongy and full of moisture has ser­ 
iously damaged them, according to 
reports of farmers in several town­ 
ships. 
Considerable damage 
was 
done during the last w’eek just alter 
the heavy rains and after the high 
water had left some of the highways 
in low lands. 
In a number of places 
the gravel was practically torn from 
the surface of the roads and deep 
ruts were left in the soft material. 
Much comment 
has 
resulted in 
some sections of the county as a 
result of the damage. 
It is pointed 
out by the farmers that the roads 
which are cut up will not be in good 
condition again 
until 
late in 
the 
spring or until after new metal has 
been put on them. Some of the roads 
which are reported to ha vie been dam­ 
aged were recently regraveled and 
material 
had 
not 
packed 
firmly 
enough 
to 
withstand 
the 
heavy 
weight when it was water soaked. 
County 
Highway 
Superintendent 
Frank Hess has been giving his at­ 
tention to the situation as lie rea­ 
lizes the folly and exj>ense of re­ 
surfacing the roads and have them 
torn to pieces on a few days during 
the winter or the early spring. 
It 
is pointed out that the state law reg­ 
ulates the hauling of heavy wagons 
over the public highways at times 
of the year when the roads would he 
permanently damaged. The law fixes 
the weight which may be hauled in 
a wagon having wheels with certain 
size tires and penalties are fixed for 
violations. 
In this county there have 
been few prosecutions under this law, 
although much damage is done each 
winter. 
It is known that some of the farm­ 
ers are delaying the delivery of corn 
and other products to the city mar­ 
kets until after the roads are better 
drained and in good condition to hold 
up under the weight. 
One farmer 
declared that while he was anxious 
to bring his corn to the elevator and 
had made all arrangements to do 
so the latter part of last week and 
the first of this, he felt that he should 
delay such hauling as the damage to 
the roads would amount to several 
times the value of the corn. 
He also 
said that if his wagons cut up the 
roads and then a hard freeze came it 
would be difficulty for him and his 
neighbors to get to the city with 
heavily loaded wagons during the re­ 
mainder of the winter. 
it is also 
known that some of the elevator 
men have suggested to their custom­ 
ers that they 
postpone 
deliveries 
where heavy hauling is required until 
after the roads are in better condi­ 
tion. 
It is believed that with a few days 
of the kind of weather that is now 
enjoyed the water will soon leave the 
roads and then when the colder tem­ 
perature comes they will freeze over 
smooth 
and 
solid. 
Many 
of 
the 
roads are well drained 
and 
these 
will he the first to get in good con­ 
dition. 
The value of an adequate 
drainage system for public highways 
Is especially emphasized at this sea­ 
son of the year as the roads which 
arc ditched and well crowned will be 
in condition for all kinds of travel 
much sooner than those which have 
little or no drainage, making it im­ 
possible for the water to disappear 
except by absorption and evapor­ 
ation.

Chief Justice White declared: “The 
all-reaching power 
of government 
over liquor is settled." 
He stated 
that the purpo.-e of the act was not 
to forbid the individual use of in­ 
toxicating liquors. 
But, 
he said, 
“the purpose of this act was to cut 
out by the roots the practice of per­ 
mitting violation 
of 
state liquor 
laws. 
We can have n<> doubt that 
Congre-s has complete authority to 
prevent paralyzing of state author­ 
ity. 
Congress exerted a power to 
co-ordinate the 
national 
with the 
state authority.” 
The liquor 
interests 
have con­ 
tended since the law was enacted 
that it was unconstitutional as it 
interfered with interstate commerce. 
The decision of the supreme court 
now 
makes 
it 
possible 
for 
one 
state which ha- voted “dry" to pre­ 
vent the shipment of liquor into 
that -late from another where it is 
sold or manhfaotured.

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN to the Tax p ayers of Jack son county, that I have received the Tax Duplicates of the County Auditor, and tha t 
I will attend at the Treasurer’s office, as the law directs, for the purpose of receiving tax es now do. 
Rates o f Ta xa tio n in Jackson Co u n ty, Ind ian a , fo r the Year 1916, Payable in 1917- 
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The treasurer is guided in his duties by the statues of Indiana, from 
which there is no relief. Do not ask him to violate his oath of office. 
Tax es are due January 1st and payable at this office in full or at the 
option of the tax payer, one-half, including Road Tax in full, on or before 
the first Monday in May, 19 17, and the remaining one-half on or before 
the first Monday in November, 19 17. 
If the first installment is not paid within the limit set by law, the tax es 
for the entire year are then due and delinq uent, and ten per cent penalty 
is ex tended by the Auditor and charged to the Treasurer. 
The State is 
interested in this ex tension and the Auditor and Treasurer are both per­ 
sonally liable for any penalties that might be refunded. 
Under no circum­ 
stances can the Treasurer alter the duplicate. 
He cannot mak e reductions 
in tax es, and he cannot refund money after once paid in. 
All errors must 
be corrected by the Auditor. 
Assignees, Guardians, Administrators and others who pay tax es on 
property in trust, and those whose tax es are complicated, will save valu­ 
able time by rendering a statement of the same to the Treasurer as early 
as convenient in order to mak e the proper divisions and to correct com­ 
putation apportionment of tax es on such estates. 
Ditch Tax payments ex pire same time and date as regular tax and all 
unpaid Ditch Tax es are subject to same penalty as other tax es. 


NO RECEIPTS WILL BE MADE OUT FOR ANY PARTY UNTIL PAY 
MENT IS TENDERED 


As the Treasurer cannot k now the location of each person’s property, 
Tax payers should designate the property on which they wish to pay, and 
see that all property is included in their receipts. 
If they have land in 
more than one township or corporation or desire to pay tax es on land or 
lots not in their name call the Treasurer ’s attention to the matter. 
Carefully ex amine receipts before leaving the office and if any errors 
are evident have them corrected at once.

Property will appear in the 
same ;iame for the payment of the second installment as for the first 
installment. 
The clerk at the window may not readily remember the circumstances 
connected with your property.

real estate or both. 
The Treasurer will not be responsible for penalties and chargee on 
Delinq uent Tax resulting from the omission of the 
person paying such 
tax to state definitely on what property, in whose name ami in what 
township or corporation it was assessed. 
The owner of the property on the first day of March in any year shall 
be liable for tax es that year. 
The purchaser of the property on the first 
day of March shall be considered the owner on that dav.— (See. 103.)
